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Nature Studies 2 Is 
A “Doing” Course

Miss J. Allen of the Science 
Department, by popular demand, 
is going to give a second term of 
Nature Studies. This course will be 
the study of the different en¬ 
vironments of plants and animals. 
The course covers how they live 
and what they need to survive. It 
also includes the study of how 
man, who manipulates these 
environments, destroys what the 
plants and animals need to live. 

Nature Studies 2 is a “doing” 
course. The class gets involved in a 
practical way with its experiments. 
This course does not require the 
student to sit down and memorize; 
he learns by doing. 

Students who hape finished 
biology and have an un¬ 
derstanding of some biological 
principles are welcome to take this 
course. Nature Studies 1 included 
the study of water plants and 
Nature Studies 2 will include the 


study of land plants. 

Miss Allen stresses the im¬ 
portance of this course because she 
feels studying the effects that 
pollution has on the plants and 
animals will have a great bearing 
on the future because pollution 
destroys things that man needs to 
survive. Miss Allen also feels that 
ecology should be brought into 
other subjects such as math, social 
studies and art. For example, in 
math one project might be to 
compute for a minute the number 
of times a person’s heart beats and 
how this changes in stressful 
situations. 

The addition of this material in 
courses beyond science will make 
the student population more aware 
of the environment around him. 
This ,tvpe of studv is essential if 
conceded people wish to prevent 
future crises. Each new invention, 
before people become too 
dependent on it, should be tested 
for its harmfulness to the en¬ 
vironment.

There is a department in Franklin 
K. Lane that describes itself as 
“The Bread and Butter Depart¬ 
ment.” It is the Secretarial Studies 
Department whose chairman, Mr. 
Gentwerger, says that “bread and 
butter” refers to the teaching of 
the essentials needed to earn a 
living in this field. A student goes 
to college and finds when he 
graduates and looks for a job that

most of them require the skills of 
typing and stenography, of some 
knowledge of office procedures: 
filing, working a switchboard, 
working business machines. Males 
can sign up, too, as there is a great 
demand for them as stenographers 
and typists. 

A survey-course is offered to give 
students a taste of the different 
aspects of secretarial studies, and 
for six-week sessions the students 
are given typing, stenography, and 
clerical practice. 

If a student chooses to take 
secretarial studies, he cannot be 
guaranteed a start at the top, but it 
will be possible for him to start at 
the bottom with £uch jobs as 
switchboard operator, messenger, 
or mailroom worker. A person 
with these skills stands a better 
chance for advancement than a 
person who doesn’t have them. 

One doesn’t have to intend to 
become a secretary or 
stenographer to take this course 
because the skills come in handy in 
all types of jobs and can be of help 
for personal use, too. 

A new course offered this 
semester is Senior Typing. This 
one-term accelerated course offers 
an opportunity to learn typing for 
personal use in writing reports of 
one kind or another. Another 
course offered this semester is a 
fourth term of clerical practice. 
The four years of clerical practice 
meet the three-year grouping 
requirement for graduation.

The students in Nature Studies 
class try to create the same en¬ 
vironment inside the building as 
the animal or plant has outside in 
its natural state. If the animal dies, 
the students try to find or. f why it 
dies. An example of this is a 
tropical fish that the students were 
working on that died. They tested 
the water as far as the school 
equipment would allow. Then they 
contacted a city agency to come in 
and test the water further. They 
discovered some foreign sub¬ 
stances that they believed to be the 
cause of death. 

For those who are interested in 
biology. Nature Studies 2 is an 
interesting and active course. 


One of the most beloved 
teachers of our school was Mr. 
Max Noland of our Social Studies 
Department. Mr. Noland died on 
February 11 shortly after having 
returned home from a full day's 
work at school. 

Mr. Noland came to Lane 17 
years ago in 1957 as a teacher. In 
1961, he became a grade advisor 
until 1963 when he left our school 
briefly to go to P.S. 64, a junior 
high school in the capacity of 
counselor. He was there for few 
years, but because of his true love 
for Lane, he came back here as a 
chairman. He stayed here a while 
then went to teach at Far 
Rockaway. Two years later he 
came back and took the place of 
Mr. Mcsloy as acting chairman of 
the Social Studies Department. At 
the time of his death, he had just 
taken the place of Mrs. Mary 
Cohen and was Assistant Principal 
in charge of Guidance. 

Mr. Noland did everything he 
could to better the Social Studies 
Department. He made sure the 
best teachers, best equipment, and 
best programs were given to the 
students. These are some pf the 
reasons he was well-loved by his 
department members and the 
students. 

Mr. Noland left behind a wife, 
one daughte>, and two sons. He is 
gone now, but our memory of him 
will last for years to come.

And finally let us hope that 
whenever those instincts of evil 
e.-nie upon us allowing us to hurt 
“hose who are living, working, near 
ms or under us, —that the 
guidance of Max’s goodness as a 
person who understood that the 
harshness of life’s frustrations 
requires us to comfort and lead 
with love, compassion and 
humility,—soften us and live 
within us.

Graphic Arts is a general course 
in the area of lithography. 

Notebooks, pads, business and 
greeting cards, newspapers, ed- 
coration, and displays are what 
will be taught. Eventually, our 
own Lane Reporter may be printed 
by the students in this shop. It will 
make use of a variety of machines 
designed for the above purposes. 

Anyone who is interested in 
furthering his knowledge of 
procedures in the mass com¬ 
munication field can gain valuable 
experience from contact with this 
useful shop. 

Electricity is another brand new 
shop. It deals with basic circuit, 
home w iring and simple appliance 
repair. Pupils build motors, 
generators, and electrical devices. 

Students will find that this 
course introduces electricity as a 
hobby rather than as a vocation. 

This exploratory shop, either a two 
or four-term course, is only a one- 
period class, and the person who 
takes it gets one full credit. 

In order to keep abreast of the 
times, girls are welcomed in this 
shop, too, for there is no heavy 
equipment or tools which would 
prohibit a girl from participating. 

If a student already has a basic 
know ledge of electricity, he will be 
given instruction suitable to his 
level of accomplishment. 

Practical and money-saving are 
the words for Electricity. Anyone 
who successfully completes the 
course will find that he can save a 
good deal of money by making his 
own minor repairs instead of 
paying the high bills charged by 
electricians. In addition, students 
might be encouraged to pursue a 
career in this field. 

Auto Technology is a course in 
the theory and repair of chasses 
and engines of both auto and 
outboard. Students work on actual 
car units. 

All students, whether academic, 
commercial, or general are eligible 
for this course.

Beginning in the term for the 
year 73-74, the Foreign Language 
Department began sponsoring a 
laboratory to help students who 
were taking a foreign language. 
The laboratory is designed so that 
the teacher can help students at 
her desk, either all together at one 
time or each student individually. 

The laboratory uses tapes, 
recordings and a special desk for 
each student to work at his own 
speed and on his own level. At the 
end of the six rows of desks, there 
is one desk for advanced students 
who feel that they can work ahead 
on their own. This desk has 
equipment for the student to listen 


to recordings, tape his own voice 
and play back so that he can hear 
his mistakes. 

The only way students can get to 
used to the laboratqry is to be 
brought in by their regular 
language teacher. The teacher 
makes an appointment for the day 
that she would like to use the 
laboratory, and on that day, she 
goes to the laboratory and selects 
the tapes of her language and goes 
to work. 

Since the laboratory is geared to 
the students personally, and they 
work on their own level and speed, 
it makes learning a foreign 
language easier and more in¬ 
teresting.

Dworsak of the Physical 
Education Department teaches the 
girls' gymnasti cs class and also 
takes charge of the club, after 
f-hool hours.
